The  President  of  ihe  United  States. 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  : 

I transmit  a copy  of  a dispatch  of  the  17th  of  July  last,  addressed 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  of  the  papers  which  accompanied  it, 
from  Anson  Burlingame,  esq.,  minister  of  the  United  States  to  China, 
relating  to  a proposed  modification  of  the  existing  treaty  between  this 
Government  and  that  of  China. 

The  Senate  is  aware  that  the  original  treaty  is  chiefly  ex  parte  in  its 
character.  The  proposed  modification,  though  not  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  warrant  all  the  usual  forms,  does  not  seem  to  be  objectionable; 
but  it  cannot  be  legally  accepted  by  the  Executive  Government  with- 
out the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  If  this  should  be  given  it 
may  be  indicated  by  a resolution,  upon  the  adoption  of  which  the 
United  States  minister  to  China  will  be  instructed  to  iuform  the  Gov- 
ernment of  that  country  that  the  modification  has  beeu  assented  to.

The  following  messages  were  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Johnson,  his  secretary: 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

On  the  12th  of  August  last  I suspendend  Mr.  Stanton  from  the  exer- 
cise of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  War,  aud  on  the  same  day  designated 
General  Grant  to  act  as  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim. 

The  following  are  copies  of  the  Executive  orders : 

“Executive  Mansion, 

“ Washington,  August  12,  1867. 

“Sir  : By  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  as  Presi- 
dent by  the  Constitution  aud  laws  of  the  United  States,  you  are  hereby 
suspended  from  office  as  Secretary  of  War,  and  will  cease  to  exercise 
auy  and  all  functions  pertaining  to  the  same. 

“Yon  will  at  once  trausfer  to  General  Ulysses  8.  Grant,  who  has  this 
day  been  authorized  and  empowered  to  act  as  Secretary  of  War  ad  in- 
terim, all  records,  books,  aud  other  property  now  iu  your  custody  and 
charge. 

“The  Hon.  Edwin  M.  Stanton, 

“ Secretary  of  War” 

“ Executive  Mansion, 

“ Washington,  I).  C.}  August  12,  1867. 

“Sir  : The  Hou.  Edwin  M.  Staatou  having  been  this  day  suspended 
as  Secretary  of  War,  you  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  act 
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as  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim,  and  will  at  once  enter  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  the  office. 

“ The  Secretary  of  War  has  been  instructed  to  trausfer  to  you  all  the 
records,  books,  papers,  and  other  public  property  now  in  his  custody 
and  charge. 

“General  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 

“ ’Washington , D.  C." 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  Stanton : 

“War  Department, 

“ Washington  City,  August  12,  1867. 

“ Sir  : Your  note  of  this  date  has  been  received,  informing  me  that 
by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authority  vested  in  you  as  President  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  I am  suspended  from  office 
as  Secretary  of  War,  and  will  cease  to  exercise  any  and  all  functions 
pertaining  to  the  same,  and  also  directing  me  at  once  to  transfer  to 
General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  who  has  this  day  been  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  act  as  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim,  all  records,  books,  papers, 
and  other  public  property  now  in  my  custody  and  charge. 

“Under  a sense  of  public  duty,  I am  compelled  to  deny  your  right 
uuder  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  without  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  without  any  legal  cause,  to  suspend 
me  from  office  as  Secretary  of  War  or  the  exercise  of  any  or  all  functions 
pertaining  to  the  same,  or  without  such  advice  and  consent  to  compel 
me  to  transfer  to  any  person  the  records,  books,  papers,  and  public 
property  in  my  custody  as  Secretary. 

But,  inasmuch  us  the  general  commanding  the  armies  of  the  United 
States  has  been  appointed  ad  interim,  and  has  notified  me  that  he  has 
accepted  the  appointment,  I have  no  alternative  but  to  submit,  under 
protest,  to  superior  force. 

To  the  President. 

The  suspension  has  not  been  revoked,  and  the  business  of  the  War 
Department  is  conducted  by  the  Secretary  ad  interim. 

Prior  to  the  date  of  this  suspension  I had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  time  had  arrived  when  it  was  proper  Mr.  Stanton  should  retire 
from  my  Cabinet.  The  mutual  confidence  and  general  accord  which 
should  exist  in  such  a relation  had  ceased.  I supposed  that  Mr. 
Stanton  was  well  advised  that  his  continuance  in  the  Cabinet  was  con- 
trary to  my  wishes,  for  I had  repeatedly  given  him  so  to  understand  by 
every  mode  short  of  an  express  request  that  he  should  resign.  Having 
waited  full  time  for  the  voluntary  action  of  Mr.  Stanton,  and  seeing  no 
manifestation  on  his  part  of  an  intention  to  resign,  I addressed  hit"  the 
following  note  on  the  5th  of  August: 

“Sir:  Public  considerations  of  a high  character  constrain  me  to  say 
that  your  resignation  as  Secretary  of  War  will  be  accepted.” 

To  this  note  I received  the  following  reply : 

“War  Department, 

“ Washington,  August  5,  1867. 

“Sift:  Your  note  of  this  day  has  been  received,  stating  that  public 
considerations  of  a high  character  constrain  you  to  say  that  my  resig- 
nation as  Secretary  of  War  will  be  accepted. 
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“ In  reply,  I have  the  honor  to  say  that  public  considerations  of  a 
high  character,  which  alone  have  induced  me  to  coutiuue  at  the  head  of 
this  Department,  constrain  me  not  to  resign  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
War  before  the  next  meeting  of  Congress.” 

This  reply  of  Mr.  Stanton  was  not  merely  a disinclination  of  compli- 
ance with  the  request  for  his  resignation ; it  was  a defiance,  and  some- 
thing more.  Mr.  Stanton  does  not  content  himself  with  assuming  that 
public  considerations  bearing  upon  his  continuance  in  office  form  as 
fully  a rule  of  action  for  himself  as  for  the  President,  and  that  upon  so 
delicate  a question  as  the  fitness  of  an  officer  for  continuance  in  his 
office  the  officer  is  as  competent  and  as  impartial  to  decide  as  his 
superior  who  is  responsible  for  his  conduct ; but  he  goes  further,  and 
plainly  intimates  what  he  means  by  “public  considerations  of  a high 
character,”  and  this  is  nothing  else  than  his  loss  of  confidence  in  his 
superior.  He  says  that  these  public  considerations  have  “alone  induced 
me  to  continue  at  the  head  of  this  Department,”  and  that  they  “con- 
strain me  not  to  resign  the  office  of  Secretary  of  War  before  the  next 
meeting  of  Congress.” 

This  language  is  very  significant.  Mr.  Stanton  holds  the  position  un- 
willingly. He  continues  in  office  only  under  a sense  of  high  public 
duty.  He  is  ready  to  leave  when  it  is  safe  to  leave,  and  as  the  danger 
he  apprehends  from  his  removal  then  will  not  exist  when  Congress  is 
here,  he  is  constrained  to  iernaiu  during  the  interim.  What,  then,  is 
that  danger  which  can  only  be  averted  by  the  presence  of  Mr.  Stanton 
or  of  Congress ! Mr.  Stanton  does  not  say  that  “ public  considerations 
of  a high  character”  coustrain  him  to  hold  on  to  the  office  indefinitely. 
He  does  not  say  that  no  one  other  than  himself  can  at  any  time  be  found 
to  take  his  place  and  perform  Its  duties.  On  the  contrary,  he  expresses 
a desire  to  leave  the  office  at  the  earliest  moment  consistent  with  these 
high  public  considerations.  He  says,  in  effect,  that  while  Congress  is 
away  he  must  remain,  but  that  when  Congress  is  here,  he  cau  go.  In 
other  words,  he  has  lost  confidence  in  the  President.  He  is  nuwilling  to 
leave  the  War  Department  in  his  hands,  or  in  the  hands  of  any  one 
the  President  may  appoint  or  designate  to  perform  its  duties.  If  he 
resigns,  the  President  may  appoint  a Secretary  of  War  that  Mr.  Stanton 
does  not  approve.  Therefore  he  will  not  resign.  But  when  Congress  is 
in  session  the  President  cannot  appoint  a Secretary  of  War  which  the 
Senate  does  not  approve.  Consequently,  when  Congress  meets  Mr. 
Stanton  is  ready  to  resigu. 

Whatever  cogency  these  “considerations”  may  have  had  ou  Mr. 
Stanton,  whatever  right  he  may  have  had  to  entertain  such  considera- 
tions, whatever  propriety  there  might  be  in  the  expression  of  them  to 
others,  one  thing  is  certain,  it  was  official  nuscondnct,  to  say  the  least 
of  it,  to  parade  them  before  his  superior  officer. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  extraordinary  note  I only  delayed  the  order 
of  suspension  loug  euough  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  to  fill 
the  office.  If  this  were  the  only  cause  for  his  suspension  it  would  be 
ample.  Necessarily  it  must  end  our  most  important  official  relations, 
for  I cannot  ituagiue  a degree  of  effrontery  which  would  embolden  the 
head  of  a Department  to  take  his  seat  at  the  council  table  in  the  Execu- 
tive Mansion  after  snch  an  act ; nor  cau  I imagine  a President  so  for- 
getful of  the  proper  respect  and  dignity  which  belong  to  his  office  as  to 
submit  to  such  intrusion.  I will  not  do  Mr.  Stanton  the  wrong  to  sup- 
pose that  he  entertained  any  idea  of  offering  to  act  as  one  of  my  con- 
stitutional advisers  after  that  note  was  written.  There  was  au  interval 
of  a week  between  that  date  and  the  order  of  suspension,  during  which 
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two  Cabinet  meetings  were  held.  Mr.  Stanton  did  not  present  himself 
at  either;  nor  was  he  expected. 

On  the  12th  of  Angnst  Mr.  Stanton  was  notified  of  his  suspension, 
and  that  General  Grant  had  been  authorized  to  take  charge  of  the  De- 
partment. In  his  answer  to  this  notification,  of  the  same  date,  Mr. 
Stanton  expresses  himself  as  follows  : “ Under  a sense  of  public  duty  I 
am  compelled  to  deny  your  right  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  without  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  sus- 
pend me  from  office  as  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  exercise  of  any  or  all 
functions  pertaining  to  the  same;  or,  without  such  advice  and  consent,  to 
compel  me  to  transfer  to  any  person  the  records,  books,  papers,  and  public 
property  in  my  custody  as  Secretary.  But  inasmuch  as  the  general 
commanding  the  armies  of  the  United  States  has  been  appointed  ad 
interim,  and  has  notified  me  that  he  has  accepted  the  appointment,  I 
have  no  alternative  but  to  submit,  under  protest,  to  superior  force.’’ 

It  will  not  escape  attention  that,  in  his  note  of  August  5,  Mr.  Stanton 
stated  that  he  had  been  constrained  to  continue  in  the  office,  even  be- 
fore he  was  requested  to  resign,  by  considerations  of  a high  public 
character.  In  this  note  of  August  12  a new  and  different  sense  of  pub- 
lic duty  compels  him  to  deny  the  President’s  right  to  suspend  him  from 
office  without  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  This  last  is  the  public  duty 
of  resisting  an  act  contrary  to  law,  and  he  charges  the  President  with 
violation  of  the  law  in  ordering  his  suspension. 

Mr.  Stanton  refers  generally  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
“United  States,”  and  says  that  a sense  of  public  duty  “under”  these 
compels  him  to  deny  the  right  of  the  President  to  suspend  him  from 
office.  As  to  his  sense  of  duty  under  the  Constitution,  that  will  be  con- 
sidered in  the  sequel.  As  to  his  sense  of  duty  under  “ the  laws  of  the 
United  States,”  he  certainly  cannot  refer  to  the  law  which  creates  the 
War  Department,  for  that  expressly  confers  upou  the  President  the 
unlimited  right  to  remove  the  head  of  the  Department.  The  only  other 
law  bearing  upon  the  question  is  the  tenure-of  office  act,  passed  by 
Congress  over  the  Presidential  veto,  March  2,  1807.  This  is  the  law 
which,  under  a sense  of  public  duty,  Mr.  Stanton  volunteers  to  defend. 

There  is  no  provision  in  this  law  which  compels  any  officer  coming 
within  its  provisions  to  remain  in  office.  It  forbids  removals — not  resig- 
nations. Mr.  .Stanton  was  perfectly  free  to  resign  at  any  moment, 
either  upou  his  own  motion  or  in  compliance  with  a request  or  tiu  order. 
It  was  a matter  of  choice  or  of  taste.  There  was  nothing  compulsory  in 
the  nature  of  legal  obligation.  Nor  does  he  put  his  action  upou  that, 
imperative  grouud.  He  says  he  acts  under  a “sense  of  public  duty,” 
not  of  legal  obligation,  compelling  him  to  hold  on,  and  leaving  him  no 
choice.  The  public  duty  which  is  upou  him  arises  from  the  respect 
which  he  owes  to  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  violated  in  his  own 
case.  He  is,  therefore,  compelled  by  this  sense  of  public  duty  to  vindi- 
cate violated  law  and  to  stand  as  its  champion. 

This  was  not  the  first  occasion  in  which  Mr.  Stanton,  in  discharge  of 
a public  duty,  was  called  upon  to  consider  the  provisions  of  that  law. 
That  tenure  of  office  law  did  not  pass  without  notice.  Like  other  acts, 
it  was  sent  to  the  President  for  approval.  As  is  my  custom,  I sub- 
mitted its  consideration  to  my  Cabinet  for  their  advice  upon  the  ques- 
tion whether  I should  approve  it  or  not.  It  was  a grave  question  of 
constitutional  law  -in  which  I would,  of  course,  rely  most  upon  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  and  of  Mr.  Stanton,  who  had  once 
been  Attorney-General. 
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Every  member  of  my  Cabinet  advised  me  that  the  proposed  law  was 
unconstitutional.  All  spoke  without  doubt  or  reservation,  but  Mr. 
Stanton’s  condemnation  of  the  law  was  the  most  elaborate  and  emphatic. 
He  referred  to  the  constitutional  provisions,  the  debates  in  Congress, 
especially  to  the  speech  of  Mr.  Buchanan  wheu  a Senator,  to  the  decis- 
ions of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  to  the  usage  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Government  through  every  successive  administration,  all  concurring  to 
establish  the  right  of  removal  as  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  the  Presi- 
dent. To  all  these  he  added  the  weight  of  his  own  deliberate  judg- 
ment, and  advised  me  that  it  was  my  duty  to  defend  the  power  of  the 
President  from  usurpation  and  to  veto  the  law. 

I do  not  know  when  a sense  of  public  duty  is  more  imperative  upon 
a head  of  Department  than  upon  such  an  occasion  as  this.  He  acts  then 
under  the  gravest  obligations  of  law;  for  when  he  is  called  upon  by  the 
President  for  advice,  it  is  the  Constitution  which  speaks  to  him.  All 
his  other  duties  are  left  by  the  Constitution  to  be  regulated  by  statute ; 
but  this  duty  was  deemed  so  momentous  that  it  is  imposed  by  the  Con- 
stitution itself. 

After  all  this,  I was  not  prepared  for  the  ground  taken  by  Mr.  Stan- 
ton in  his  note  of  August  12th.  I was  not  prepared  to  find  him  com- 
pelled by  a new  and  indefinite  sense  of  public  duty,  under  “ the  Consti- 
tution,” to  assume  the  vindication  of  a law  which,  under  the  solemn 
obligations  of  public  duty,  imposed  by  the  Constitution  itself,  he  ad- 
vised me  was  a violation  of  that  Constitution.  I make  great  allowance 
for  a change  of  opinion,  but  such  a change  as  this  hardly  falls  within 
the  limits  of  greatest  indulgence. 

Where  our  opinions  take  the  shape  of  advice,  and  influence  the  action 
of  others,  the  utmost  stretch  of  charity  will  scarcely  justify  us  in  repu- 
diating them  when  they  come  to  be  applied  to  ourselves. 

But  to  proceed  with  the  narrative.  I was  so  much  struck  with  the 
full  master  of  the  question  manifested  by  Mr.  Stanton,  and  was  at  the 
time  so  fully  occupied  with  the  preparation  of  another  veto  upon  the 
pending  reconstruction  act,  that  I requested  him  to  prepare  the  veto 
upon  this  tenure-of-offlee  bill.  This  he  declined  on  the  ground  of  phys- 
ical disability  to  undergo,  at  the  time,  the  labor  of  writing,  but  stated 
his  readiness  to  furnish  what  aid  might  be  required  iu  the  preparation 
of  materials  for  the  paper. 

At  the  time  this  subject  was  before  the  Cabinet  it  seemed  to  be  taken 
for  granted  that  as  to  those  members  of  the  Cabinet  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed by  Mr.  Lincoln,  their  tenure  of  office  was  not  fixed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act.  I do  not  remember  that  the  point  was  distinctly 
decided,  but  I well  recollect  that  it  was  suggested  by  one  member  of 
the  Cabinet  who  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  that  no  dissent  was 
expressed. 

Whether  the  point  was  well  taken  or  not  did  not  seem  to  me  of  any 
consequence,  for  the  unanimous  expression  of  opinion  agaiust  the  con- 
stitutionality and  policy  of  the  act  was  so  decided  that  I felt  no  con- 
cern, so  far  as  the  act  had  reference  to  the  gentlemen  then  present,  that 
I would  be  embarrassed  in  the  future.  The  bill  had  not  then  become  a 
law.  The  limitation  upon  the  power  of  removal  was  not  yet  imposed, 
and  there  was  yet  time  to  make  any  changes.  If  any  one  of  these  gen- 
tlemen had  then  said  to  me  that  he  would  avail  himself  of  the  provis- 
ions of  that  bill  in  case  it  became  a law,  I should  not  have  hesitated  a 
moment  as  to  his  removal.  No  pledge  was  then  expressly  given  or  re- 
quired. But  there  are  circumstances  when  to  give  an  express  pledge 
is  not  necessary,  and  when  to  require  it  is  an  imputation  of  possible

biul  faith.  I felt  that  if  these  gentlemen  came  witliiu  the  purview  of 
the  bill  it  was,  as  to  them,  a dead  letter,  aud  that  none  of  them  would 
ever  take  refuge  under  its  provisions. 

I now  pass  to  another  subject.  When,  on  the  15th  of  April,  1865, 
the  duties  of  the  Presidential  office  devolved  upon  me,  I found  a full 
Cabinet  of  seven  members,  all  of  them  selected.by  Mr.  Lincoln.  I made 
no  change ; on  the  contrary,  I shortly  afterwards  ratified  a change  de- 
termined upon  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  but  not  perfected  at  his  death,  aud  ad- 
mitted his  appointee,  Mr.  Harlau,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Usher,  who  was 
in  office  at  the  time. 

The  great  duty  of  the  time  was  to  re-establish  government,  law,  and 
order  in  the  insurrectionary  States.  Congress  was  theu  in  recess,  aud 
the  sudden  overthrow  of  the  rebellion  required  speedy  action.  This 
grave  subject  had  engaged  the  attention  of  Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  last  days 
of  his  life,  aud  the  plan  according  to  which  it  was  to  be  manged  had 
been  prepared,  and  was  ready  for  adoption.  A leading  feature  of  that 
plan  was  that  it  should  be  carried  out  by  the  executive  authority,  for, 
so  far  as  I have  been  informed,  neither  Mr.  Lincoln  nor  any  member  of 
his  Cabinet  doubted  his  authority  to  act,  or  proposed  to  call  an  extra 
session  of  Congress  to  do  the  work.  The  first  business  transacted  in 
Cabinet  after  I became  President  was  this  unfinished  business  of  ray 
predecessor.  A plan  or  scheme  of  reconstruction  was  produced  which 
had  been  prepared  for  Mr.  Lincoln  by  Mr.  Stanton,  his  Secretary  of 
War.  It  was  approved,  aud,  at  the  earliest  moment  practicable  was 
applied  in  the  form  of  a proclamation  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
and  afterward  became  the  basis  of  action  in  turn  for  the  other  States. 

Upon  the  examination  of  Mr.  Stanton  before  the  impeachment  com- 
mittee he  was  asked  the  following  question : “Did  any  one  of  the  Cab- 
inet express  a doubt  of  the  power  of  the  Executive  branch  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  reorganize  State  governments  which  had  been  in  rebellion 
without  the  aid  of  Congress  ? ” He  answered,  “ None  whatever.”  I 
had  myself  entertained  no  doubt  of  the  authority  of  the  President  to 
take  measures  for  the  orgamzatiou  of  the  rebel  States  on  the  plan 
proposed  duriug  the  vacation  of  Congress  and  agreed  in  the  plan  speci- 
fied in  the  proclamation  in  the  case  of  North  Carolina. 

There  is  perhaps  no  act  of  my  administration  for  which  I have  been 
more  denounced  than  this.  It  was  not  originated  by  me,  but  I shrink 
from  no  responsibility  on  that  account,  for  the  plan  approved  itself  to 
my  own  judgment,  and  I did  not  hesitate  to  carry  it  into  execution. 

Thus  far  and  upon  this  vital  policy  there  was  perfect  accord  between 
the  Cabinet  and  myself,  and  I saw  no  necessity  for  a change.  As  time 
passed  ou  there  was  developed  an  unfortunate  difference  of  opinion 
aud  of  policy  between  Congress  and  the  President  upou  this  same  sub- 
ject, and  upon  the  ultimate  basis  upon  which  the  reconstruction  of  these 
States  should  proceed,  especially  upon  the  question  of  negro  suffrage. 
Upon  this  point  three  members  of  the  Cabinet  found  themselves  to  be 
in  sympathy  with  Congress.  They  remained  oniy  long  enough  to  see 
that  the  difference  of  policy  could  not  be  reconciled,  They  felt  that 
they  should  remain  no  longer,  and  a high  sense  of  duty  and  propriety 
constrained  them  to  resign  their  positions.  We  parted  with  mutual 
respect  for  the  sincerity  of  each  other  in  opposite  opinions  and  mutual 
regret  that  the  difference  was  on  points  so  vital  as  to  require  a sever- 
ance of  official  relations.  This  was  in  the  summer  of  1866.  Thesubse- 
que»t  sessions  of  Congress  developed  new  complications  wbeu  the  suf- 
frage bill  for  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  reconstruction  act  of 
March  2 and  March  23,  1867,  all  passed  over  the  veto.  It  was  iu  Cab- 
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inet  consultations  upon  these  bills  that  a difference  of  opinion  upon  the 
most  vital  points  was  developed.  Upon  these  questions  there  was  per- 
fect accord  between  all  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  and  myself,  except 
Mr.  Stanton.  He  stood  alone,  and  the  difference  of  opinion  could  not 
be  reconciled.  That  unity  of  opinion  which,  upon  great  questions  of 
public  i>oliey  or  administration,  is  so  essential  to  the  Executive,  was 
gone. 

I do  not  claim  that  a head  of  Department  should  have  no  other  opin- 
ions than  those  of  the  President.  He  has  the  same  right,  in  the  con-> 
scientious  discharge  of  duty,  to  entertain  and  express  his  own  opinions' 
as  has  the  President.  'What  l do  claim  is  that  the  President  is  the  re- 
sponsible head  of  the  administration,  and  wheu  the  opinions  of  a head 
of  Department  are  irreconcilably  opposed  to  those  of  the  President  in 
grave  matters  of  policy  and  administration  there  is  but  one  result  which 
can  solve  the  difficulty,  and  that  is  a severauee  of  the  official  relation. 
This,  in  the  past  history  of  the  Government,  has  always  been  the  rule, 
and  it  is  a wise  one,  for  such  differences  of  opinion  among  its  members 
must  impair  the  efficiency  of  any  administration. 

I have  now  referred  to  the  general  grounds  upon  which  the  with- 
drawal of  Mr.  Stanton  from  my  administration  seemed  to  me  to  be 
proper  and  necessary,  but  I cannot  omit  to  state  a special  ground, 
which,  if  it  stood  alone,  would  vindicate  my  action. 

The  sanguinary  riot  which  occurred  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  on 
the  30th  of  August,  I860,  justly  aroused  public  indignation  and  public 
inquiry,  not  only  as  to  those  who  were  engaged  in  it,  but  as  to  those 
who,  more  or  less  remotely,  might  be  held  to  responsibility  for  its  oc- 
currence. I need  not  remind  the  Senate  of  the  effort  made  to  fix  that 
responsibility  on  the  President.  The  charge  was  openly  made,  and 
ugaiu  and  again  reiterated  all  through  the  land  that  the  President  was 
warned  in  time,  but  refused  to  interfere. 

By  telegrams  from  the  lieutenant-governor  and  attorney-general  of 
Louisiana,  dated  the  27th  and  28th  of  August,  I was  advised  that  a body 
of  delegates  claiming  to  be  a constitutional  convention,  were  about  to 
assemble  in  New  Orleaus;  that  the  matter  was  before  the  grand  jury, 
but  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  execute  civil  process  without  a 
riot,  and  this  question  was  asked:  “Is  the  military  to  interfere  to  pre- 
vent process  of  court  ?”  This  question  was  asked  at  a time  when  the 
civil  courts  were  in  the  full  exercise  of  their  authority  ? and  the  answer 
sent  by  telegraph  on  the  same  28th  of  August,  was  this : “The  military 
will  be  expected  to  snstain  and  not  to  interfere  with  the  proceedings  of 
the  courts.” 

On  the  same  28th  of  August  the  following  telegram  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Stanton  by  Major-General  Baird,  then  (owing  to  the  absence  of  General 
Sheridan)  in  command  of  the  military  at  New  Orleaus  : 

“Hon.  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  Secretary  of  Mar.* 

“A  convention  has  beeu  called,  with  the  sanction  of  Governor  Wells, 
to  meet  here  on  Monday.  The  lieutenant-governor  and  city  authorities 
think  it  unlawful,  and  propose  to  break  it  up  by  arresting  the  delegates. 
I have  given  no  orders  on  the  snbject,  but  have  warned  th- parties  that 
I could  not  countenance  or  permit  such  action  without  instructions  to 
that  effect  from  the  President.  Please  instruct  me  at  once  by  tele- 
graph.” 

The  28th  of  August  was  on  Saturday.  The  next  morning,  the  29th, 
this  dispatch  was  received  by  Mr.  Stanton,  at  his  residence  in  this  city. 
He  took  no  action  upon  it,  and  neither  sent  instructions  to  General 
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Baird  himself,  uor  presented  it  to  me  for  sueh  instructions.  On  the  next 
day  (Monday)  the  riot  occurred.  I never  saw  this  dispatch  from  Gen- 
eral Baird  until  some  ten  days  or  two  weeks  after  the  riot,  wheu,  upon 
my  call  for  all  the  dispatches,  with  a view  to  their  publication,  Mr. 
Stanton  sent  it  to  me. 

These  facts  all  appear  in  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Stanton  before  the  Ju- 
diciary Committee  in  the  impeachment  investigation. 

On  the  30th,  the  day  of  the  riot,  and  after  it  was  suppressed,  General 
.Baird  wrote  to  Mr.  Stanton  a long  letter,  from  which  I make  the  follow- 
ing extract : 

“ Sir  : I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  a very  serious  riot  has  oc- 
curred here  to-day.  I had  not  been  applied  to  by  the  convention  for  pro- 
tection, but  the  lieutenant-governor  and  the  mayor  had  freely  consult- 
ed with  me,  and  I was  so  fully  convinced  that  it  was  so  strongly  the 
intent  of  the  city  authorities  to  preserve  the  peace,  in  order  to  prevent 
military  interference,  that  I did  not  regard  an  outbreak  as  a thing  to  be 
apprehended.  The  lieutenant-governor  had  assured  me  that,  even  if  a 
writ  of  arrest  was  issued  by  the  court,  the  sheriff  would  not  attempt  to 
serve  it  without  my  permission,  and,  for  to-day,  they  designed  to  sus- 
pend it.  1 inclose  herewith  copies  of  my  correspondence  with  the 
mayor,  aud  of  a dispatch  which  the  lieutenant-governor  claims  to  have 
received  from  the  President.  I regret  that  no  reply  to  my  dispatch  to 
you  of  Saturday  has  yet  reached  me.  General  Sheridan  is  still  ab‘  ent  iu 
Texas.” 

The  dispatch  of  General  Baird,  of  the  23th,  asks  for  immediate  in- 
structions, aud  his  letter  of  the  30th.  after  detailing  the  terrible  riot 
which  had  just  happened,  ends  with  the  expression  of  regret  that  the  in- 
structions which  he  asked  for  were  not  sent.  It  is  not  the  fault,  or  the 
error,  or  the  omission  of  the  President  that  thir  military  commander 
was  left  without  instructions;  but  for  all  omissions,  for  all  errors,  for 
all  failures  to  instruct  when  instruction  might  have  averted  thiscalamity, 
the  President  was  openly  aud  persistently  held  responsible.  Instantly, 
without  waiting  for  proof,  the  delinquency  of  the  President  was  heralded 
iu  every  form  of  utterance.  Mr.  Stanton  knew  then  that  the  President 
was  not  responsible  for  this  delinquency.  The  exculpation  was  in  his 
power,  but  it  was  not  given  by  him  to  the  public,  and  only  to  the  Presi- 
dent in  obedience  to  a requisition  for  all  the  dispatches. 

No  one  regrets  more  than  myself  that  General  Baird’s  request  was 
not  brought  to  my  notice.  It  is  clear,  from  his  dispatch  and  letter,  that 
if  the  Secretary  of  War  had  given  him  proper  instructions  the  riot  which 
arose  on  the  assembling  of  the  conveutiou  would  have  been  averted. 

There  may  be  those  ready  to  say  that  I would  have  given  no  instruc- 
tions even  if  the  dispatch  had  reached  me  in  time,  but  all  must  admit 
that  l ought  to  have  had  the  opportunity. 

The  following  is  the  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Stanton  before  the  im- 
peachment investigation  committee  as  to  this  dispatch  : 

“Q.  Referring  to  the  dispatch  of  the  28th  of  July  by  General  Baird, 
I ask  you  whether  that  dispatch  on  its  receipt  was  communicated  f 

“A.  1 received  that  dispatch  on  Sunday  forenoon;  I examined  it 
carefully,  and  considered  the  question  presented  ; I did  not  see  that  I 
could  give  any  instructions  different  from  the  line  of  action  which  Gen- 
eral Baird  proposed,  and  made  no  answer  to  the  dispatch. 

“ Q.  I see  it  stated  that  this  wa<  received  at  10.20  p.  m.  Was  that 
the  hour  at  which  it  was  received  by  you  ? 

“ A.  That  is  the  date  of  its  reception  in  the  telegraph  office  Saturday 
night ; I received  it  on  Sunday  forenoon  at  my  residence;  a copy  of  the 
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dispatch  was  furnished  to  the  President  several  days  afterwards,  along 
with  all  the  other  dispatches  and  communications  on  that  subject,  but 
it  was  not  furnished  by  me  before  that  time ; I suppose  it  may  hare 
been  teu  or  fifteen  days  afterwards. 

“ Q.  The  President  himself  being  in  correspondence  with  those  parties 
upon  the  same  subject,  would  it  not  have  been  proper  to  have  advised 
him  of  the  reception  of  that  dispatch  f 

“A.  I know  nothing  about  his  correspondence,  aud  know  nothing 
about  any  correspondence  except  this  one  dispatch.  We  had  intelli- 
gence of  the  riot  on  Thursday  morning.  The  riot  had  taken  place  on 
Monday.  ” 

It  is  a difficult  matter  to  define  all  the  relations  which  exist  betweeu 
the  heads  of  Departments  aud  the  President.  The  legal  relations  are 
well  enough  defined.  The  Constitution  places  these  officers  in  the  re- 
lation of  his  advisers  when  he  calls  upon  them  for  advice.  The  acts  of 
Congress  go  further;  take,  for  example,  the  act  of  1789,  creating  the 
War  Departmeut.  It  provides  that  “ there  shall  be  a principal  officer 
therein  to  be  called  the  Secretary  for  the  Departmeut  of  War,  who 
shall  perform  aud  execute  such  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  en- 
joined on,  or  intrusted  to,  him  by  the  President  of  the  United  States ; 
and  furthermore,  the  said  principal  officer  shall  conduct  the  business  of 
the  said  Department  in  such  manner  as  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall,  from  time  to  time,  order  and  instruct.  ” Provision  is  also 
made  for  the  appointment  of  an  inferior  officer  by  the  head  of  the  De- 
partment, to  be  called  the  chief  clerk,  “ who,  whenever  said  principal 
officer  shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,”  shall  have  the  charge  aud  custody  of  the  books,  records,  and 
papers  of  the  Department. 

The  legal  relation  is  analogous  to  that  of  principal  and  agent.  It  is 
the  President  upon  whom  the  Constitution  devolves,  as  head  of  the 
Executive  Departmeut,  the  duty  to  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  ex- 
ecuted ; but,  as  he  cannot  execute  them  in  person,  he  is  allowed  to  se- 
lect his  agents,  and  is  made  responsible  for  their  acts  within  just  limits. 
So  complete  is  this  presumed  delegation  of  authority  in  the  relation  of 
a head  of  Department  to  the  President,  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  have  decided  that  an  order  made  by  a head  of  Depart- 
ment is  presumed  to  be  made  by  the  President  himself. 

The  principal,  upon  whom  such  responsibility  is  placed  for  the  acts 
of  a subordinate,  ought  to  be  left  as  free  as  possible  in  the  matter  of 
selection  and  of  dismissal.  To  hold  him  to  responsibility  for  an  officer 
beyond  his  control,  to  leave  the  question  of  the  fitness  of  such  au  agent 
to  be  decided  for  him,  and  not  by  him,  to  allow  such  a subordinate, 
when  the  President,  moved  by  “ public  considerations  of  a high  char- 
acter,” requests  his  resignation,  to  assume  for  himself  an  equal  right  to 
act  upon  his  own  views  of  “ public  considerations,”  and  to  make  his 
owu  conclusions  paramount  to  thoseof  the  President — to  allow  all  this 
is  to  reverse  the  just  order  of  administration,  and  to  place  the  subordi- 
nate above  the  superior. 

There  are,  however,  other  relations  betweeu  the  President  and  a head 
of  Department,  beyond  these  defined  legal  relations,  which  necessarily 
atteud  them,  though  not  expressed.  Chief  among  these  is  mutual  con- 
fidence. This  relation  is  so  delicate  that  it  is  sometimes  hard  to  say 
when  or  how  it  ceases.  A single  fiagraut  act  may  end  it  at  once,  and 
then  there  is  no  difficulty.  But  confidence  may  be  just  as  effectually 
destroyed  by  a series  of  causes  too  subtle  for  demonstration.  As  it  is  a 
plant  of  slow  growth,  so,  too,  it  maybe  slow  in  decay.  Such  has  been 
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the  process  here.  I will  not  pretend  to  say  what  acts  or  omissious  have 
broken  up  this  relation.  They  are  hardly  susceptible  of  statement,  aud 
still  less  of  formal  proof.  Nevertheless,  uo  one  can  read  the  corre- 
spondence of  the  5th  of  August  without  being  convinced  that  this  re- 
lation was  effectually  gone  on  both  sides,  and  that  while  the  President 
was  unwilling  to  allow  Mr.  Stanton  to  remain  in  his  administration, 
Mr.  Stanton  was  equally  unwilling  to  allow  the  President  to  carry  on 
his  administration  without  his  presence. 

In  the  great  debate  which  took  place  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  1870,  in  the  first  organization  of  the  principal  Departments,  Mr.  Madi- 
son spoke  as  follows  : 

“ It  is  evidently  the  intention  of  the  Constitution  that  the  first  magis- 
trateshouldbe  responsible  for  the  Executive  Department.  So  far,  there- 
fore, as  we  do  not  make  the  officers  who  are  to  aid  him  in  the  duties  of 
that  Department  responsible  to  him,  he  is  not  responsible  to  the  country. 
Again,  is  there  no  danger  that  an  officer,  when  he  is  appointed  by  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate,  and  has  friends  in  that  body,  may  choose 
rather  to  risk  his  establishment  on  the  favor  of  that  brauch  than  rest  it 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  executive 
branch,  which  is  constitutionally  authorized  to  inspect  and  control  his 
conduct  t And  if  it  should  happen  that  the  officers  connect  themselves 
with  the  Senate  they  may  mutually  support  each  other,  and  for  want  of 
efficacy  reduce  the  power  of  the  President  to  a mere  vapor,  in  which 
case  his  responsibility  would  be  annihilated,  aud  the  expectation 
of  it  is  unjust.  The  high  executive  officers,  joined  in  cabal  with  the 
Senate,  would  lay  the  foundation  of  discord,  and  end  in  au  assumption 
of  the  executive  power  only  to  be  removed  by  a revolutiou  in  the  Gov 
eminent. 

Mr.  Sedgwick,  in  the  same  debate,  referring  to  the  proposition  that  a 
head  of  Department  should  only  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the  con- 
currence of  the  Senate,  used  this  language : 

“ But  if  proof  be  necessary,  what  is  then  the  consequence  t Why,  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten,  where  the  case  is  very  clear  to  the  mind  of  the 
President  that  the  man  ought  to  be  removed,  the  effect  cannot  be  pro- 
duced, because  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  produce  the  necessary  evi- 
dence. Are  the  Senate  to  proceed  without  evideuce ! Some  geutlemeu 
contend  not.  Then  the  object  will  be  lost.  Shall  a man,  under  these 
circumstances,  be  saddled  upon  the  President  who  has  been  appointed 
for  uo  other  purpose  but  to  aid  the  President  in  performing  certaiu  du- 
ties ? Shall  he  be  continued,  I ask  again,  against  the  will  of  the  Presi- 
dent ! If  he  is,  where  is  the  responsibility  ? Are  you  to  look  for  it  in 
the  President,  who  has  uo  control  over  the  officers,  no  power  to  remove 
him  if  he  acts  unfeelingly  or  unfaithfully  ? Without  you  make  him  re- 
sponsible you  weaken  and  destroy  the  strength  and  beauty  of  your  sys- 
tem. What  is  to  be  done  in  cases  which  can  only  be  known  from  a long 
acquaintance  with  the  conduct  of  an  officer  f ” 

1 had  indulged  the  hope  that  upon  the  assembling  of  Cougress  Mr. 
Stanton  would  have  ended  this  unpleasant  complication  according  to 
his  intimation  given  in  his  note  of  August  12.  The  duty  which  I have 
felt  myself  called  upon  to  jierform  was  by  uo  means  agreeable,  but  I 
feel  that  I am  not  responsible  for  the  controversy  or  for  the  conse- 
quences. 

Unpleasant  as  this  necessary  change  in  my  Cabinet  has  been  to  me 
upon  personal  considerations,  I have  the  consolation  to  be  assured  that, 
so  far  ns  the  public  interests  are  involved,  there  is  no  cause  for  regret. 
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Salutary  reforms  have  beeu  iu  trod  need  by  the  Secretary  ad  interim , 
and  great  reductions  of  expenses  have  been  effected  under  his  adminis- 
tration of  the  War  Department,  to  the  saving  of  millions  to  the  Treasury.

Stantou  from  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  War  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  and  the  Militia 
and  printed  in  confidence  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Williams,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred, 
the  4th  instant,  the  nomination  of  Noah  L.  Jeffries,  reported  favorably 
thereon. 

Mr.  Henderson,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred, 4th  instant,  the  nominations  of  Lemuel  D.  Evans  and  Edward 
Cooper,  reported  adversely  thereon. 

Mr.  Henderson,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred, the  11th  instant,  the  nomination  of  William  J.  Chandler,  re- 
ported favorably  thereon. 

FRIDAY,  December  13, 1867. 

Mr.  Frelinghnysen,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  were 
instructed  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  11th  instant  to  report 
a proper  mode  of  proceeding  in  cases  of  suspension  under  the  second 
section  of  the  tenure  of  office  act,  submitted  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  a resolution 
“that  they  report  a proper  mode  of  proceeding  in  cases  of  suspension 
under  the  second  section  of  the  tenure  of  office  act,  and  whether  the 
person  suspended  is  entitled  to  demand  or  have  a specification  of  the 
charges  against  him,  and  whether  any,  and  what  opportunity  should 
be  offered  him  to  produce  evidence  on  his  part,”  having  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  respectfully  report : 

First.  That  the  President  and'  Senate  may,  as  heretofore,  remove  any 
officer  by  the  nomination  and  confirmation  of  a successor. 

Second.  That  the  Senate  may,  as  heretofore,  consent  to  the  removal 
of  any  officer  who  may  have  been  suspended  from  office  by  the  Presi- 
dent during  the  recess  of  the  Senate  by  confirming  a successor,  and 
this  without  approving  or  disapproving  the  causes  of  his  suspension. 

Third.  That  when  an  officer  is  suspended  by  the  President  duriug 
the  recess  of  the  Senate  the  matter  may  be  examined  by  the  appropriate 
committee  according  to  their  discretion,  as  in  cases  of  other  nominations, 
and  if  the  committee  to  whom  the  matter  of  suspension  is  referred  con- 
cur in  such  suspension  they  should  report  to  the  Senate  a resolution 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  so  notify  the  President,  and  if  they  do 
not  concur  in  such  suspension  they  should  report  a resolution  accord- 
ingly- 
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On  motion  by  Mr.  Cameron, 

Tbe  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  motion  submitted  by  Mr.  Buck- 
alew  on  the  11th  instant,  that  the  resolution  that  the  Senate  advise 
and  consent  to  the  appointment  of  Jacob  Carmony  be  reconsidered.

A letter  of  this  date  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  transmitting 
said  treaties  is  herewith  inclosed.

Without,  therefore,  at- 
tempting to  discuss  the  general  power  of  removal  as  to  all  officers,  upon 
which  subject  no  expression  of  opinion  is  contained  in  the  resolution,  I 
shall  confine  myself  to  the  question  as  thus  limited — the  power  to  re- 
move the  Secretary  of  War. 

It  is  declared  in  the  resolution  “that  under  the  Constitution  aud 
laws  of  the  United  States  the  President  has  no  power  to  remove  the 
Secretary  of  W ar  and  designate  any  other  officer  to  perform  the  duties 
of  that  office  ad  interim.” 

As  to  the  question  of  power  under  the  Constitution,  I do  not  propose 
at  present  to  enter  upon  its  discussion. 

The  uniform  practice  from  the  beginning  of  the  Government,  as  es- 
tablished by  every  President  who  has  exercised  the  office,  and  the  de- 
cisions of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  have  settled  the 
question  iu  favor  of  the  power  of  the  President  to  remove  all  officers 
excepting  a class  holding  appointments  of  a judicial  character.  No 
practice  nor  any  decision  has  ever  excepted  a Secretary  of  War  from 
this  general  power  of  the  President  to  make  removals  from  office. 

It  is  only  necessary,  then,  that  I should  refer  to  the  power  of  the 
Executive,  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  remove  from  office 
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a Secretary  of  War.  The  resolution  denies  that  under  these  laws  this 
power  has  any  existence.  In  other  words,  it  affirms  that  no  such  au- 
thority is  recognized  or  given  by  the  statutes  of  the  country. 

What  then  are  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  deny  the  Presi- 
dent the  power  to  remove  that  officer  f I know  hut  two  laws  which 
bear  upon  this  question.  The  first,  in  order  of  time,  is  the  act  of  Au- 
gust 7,  17S9,  creating  the  Department  of  War.  which,  alter  providing 
for  a Secretary  as  its  principal  officer,  proceeds  as  follows : 

“Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  in  the  said 
Department  an  inferior  officer,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  principal 
officer,  to  be  employed  therein  as  he  shall  deem  proper,  and  to  be  called 
the  chief  clerk  in  the  Department  of  War,  aud  who,  whenever  the  said 
principal  officer  shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  other  case  of  vacancy,  shall,  during  such  va- 
cancy, have  the  charge  and  custody  of  all  records,  books,  and  papers 
pertaining  to  the  said  Department.'’ 

It  is  clear  that  this  act,  passed  by  a Congress,  many  of  whose  mem- 
bers participated  in  the  formation  of  the  Constitution,  so  far  from  deny- 
ing the  power  of  the  President  to  remove  the  Secretary  of  War,  recog- 
nizes it  as  existing  in  the  Executive  alone,  without  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate  or  of  uny  other  department  of  the  Government.  Further- 
more, this  act  does  not  purport  to  confer  the  power  by  legislative  au- 
thority, nor,  in  fact,  was  there  any  other  existing  legislation  through 
which  it  was  bestowed  upon  the  Executive.  The  recognition  of  the 
power  by  this  act  is  therefore  complete  as  a recognition  under  the  Con- 
stitution itself,  for  there  was  no  other  source  or  authority  from  which 
it  could  be  derived. 

The  other  act  which  refers  to  this  question  is  that  regulatiug  the 
tenure  of  certain  civil  offices  passed  by  Congress  on  the  second  day  of 
March,  1807.  The  first  section  of  that  act  is  iu  the  following  words : 

“ That  every  person  holding  any  civil  office  to  which  he  has  been  ap- 
pointed by  aud  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  every 
]>erson  who  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  to  any  such  office,  and  shall 
become  duly  qualified  to  act  therein,  is  and  shall  be  entitled  to  hold 
such  office  until  a successor  shall  have  been  in  like  manner  appointed 
and  duly  qualified,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided : Provided, 
That  the  Secretaries  of  State,  of  the  Treasury,  of  War,  of  the  Navy, 
and  of  the  Interior,  the  Postmaster-General,  aud  the  Attorney-General 
shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  for  and  during  the  term  of  the  Pres- 
ident by  whom  they  may  have  been  appointed,  and  for  one  month  there- 
after, subject  to  removal  by  aud  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate.” 

The  fourth  section  of  the  same  act  restricts  the  term  of  offices  to  the 
limit  prescribed  by  the  law  creating  them. 

That  part  of  the  first  section  which  precedes  the  proviso  declares  that 
every  person  holding  a civil  office  to  which  he  has  been  or  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  hold 
sneb  office  until  a successor  shall  have  been  iu  like  manner  appointed. 
It  purports  to  take  from  the  Executive,  during  the  fixed  time  established 
for  the  tenure  of  the  office,  the  independent  power  of  removal,  aud  to 
require  for  such  removal  the  concurrent  actiou  of  the  President  aud  the 
Senate. 

The  proviso  that  follows  proceeds  to  fix  the  term  of  office  of  the  seven 
heads  of  Departments,  whose  tenure  never  had. been  defined  before,  by 
prescribing  that  they  “shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  for  and  dur- 
ing the  term  of  the  President  by  whom  they  may  have  bcenj appointed, 
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aud  for  one  mouth  thereafter,  subject  to  removal  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate.” 

Thus,  as  to  these  enumerated  officers,  the  proviso  takes  from  the 
President  the  power  of  removal,  except  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate.  By  its  terms,  however,  before  he  can  be  deprived  of  the 
power  to  displace  them,  it  must  appear  that  he  himself  has  appointed 
them.  It  is  only  in  that  case  that  they  have  any  tenure  of  office  or  auy 
independent  right  to  hold  during  the  term  of  the  President  aud  for  one 
month  after  the  cessation  of  his  official  functions.  The  proviso,  there- 
fore, gives  no  tenure  of  office  to  any  one  of  these  officers  who  has  been 
appointed  by  a former  President  beyond  one  mouth  after  the  accession 
of  his  successor. 

Iu  the  case  of  Mr.  Stanton,  the  ouly  appointment  under  which  he 
held  the  office  of  Secretary  of  War  was  that  conferred  upon  him  by  my 
immediate  predecessor,  with  the  advice  aud  consent  of  the  Senate.  He 
has  never  held  from  me  any  appointment  as  the  head  of  the  War  De- 
partment. Whatever  right  he  had  to  hold  the  office  was  derived  from 
that  original  appointment  aud  my  own  sufferance.  The  law  was  not 
intended  to  protect  such  an  incumbent  of  the  War  Department  by  tak- 
ing from  the  President  the  power  toremove  him.  This,  iu  my  judgment, 
is  perfectly  clear,  aud  the  law  itself  admits  of  no  other  j ust  construc- 
tion. We  find  in  all  that  portion  of  the  first  section  which  precedes  the 
proviso  that,  as  to  civil  officers  generally,  the  President  is  deprived  of 
the  power  of  removal,  aud  it  is  plain  that  if  there  had  been  uo  proviso 
that  power  would  just  as  clearly  have  beeu  taken  from  him, so  far  as  it 
applies  to  the  seven  heads  of  Departments.  But  for  reasons  which  were 
no  doubt  satisfactory  to  Congress  these  principal  officers  were  specially 
provided  for,  aud  as  to  them  the  express  aud  only  requirement  is  that 
the  President  who  has  appointed  them  shall  not  without  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  remove  them  from  office.  The  consequence  is 
that  as  to  my  Cabinet,  embracing  the  sGveu  officers  designated  iu  the 
first  section,  the  act  takes  from  me  the  power,  without  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate,  to  remove  any  one  of  them  that  I have  appointed,  but  it 
does  not  protect  such  of  them  as  I did  not  appoint,  nor  give  to  them 
auy  tenure  of  office  beyond  my  pleasure. 

An  examination  of  this  act,  then,  shows  that  while  in  one  part  of  the 
section  provision  is  made  for  officers  generally,  in  another  clause  there 
is  a class  of  officers,  designated  by  their  official  titles,  who  are  excepted 
from  the  geueral  terms  ot  the  lhw,  aud  iu  reference  to  whom  a clear  dis- 
tinction is  made  as  to  the  general  power  of  removal  limited  in  the  first 
clause  of  the  section. 

This  distinction  is,  that  as  to  such  of  these  enumerated  officers  as  hold 
under  the  appointment  of  the  President,  the  power  of  removal  can  only 
be  exercised  by  him  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  while  as  to  those 
who  have  not  been  appointed  by  him,  there  is  no  like  denial  of  his  power 
to  displace  them.  It  would  be  a violation  of  the  plain  meaning  of  this 
enactment  to  place  Mr.  Stanton  upon  the  same  footing  as  those  heads 
of  Departments  who  have  beeu  appointed  by  myself.  As  to  him,  this 
law  gives  him  uo  tenut  e of  office.  The  members  of  my  Cabinet  who  have 
been  appointed  by  me  are  by  this  act  entitled  to  hold  for  one  month 
after  the  term  of  my  office  shall  cease ; but  Mr.  Stanton  could  not, 
against  the  wishes  of  my  successor,  hold  a moment  thereafter.  If  he 
were  permitted  by  that  successor  to  hold  for  the  first  two  weeks,  would 
that  successor  have  no  power  to  remove  him  ? But  the  power  of  my 
successor  over  him  could  be  no  greater  than  my  own.  If  my  successor 
would  have  the  power  to  remove  Mr.  Stanton,  after  permitting  him  to 
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remain  a period  of  two  weeks  because  lie  was  not  appointed  by  him  but 
by  his  predecessor,  I,  who  have  tolerated  Mr.  Stanton  for  more  than 
two  years,  certainly  have  the  same  right  to  remove  hint,  and  upon  the 
same  ground,  namely,  that  he  was  not  appointed  by  me  but  by  my 
predecessor. 

Under  this  construction  of  the  teuureof-office  act,  I have  never 
doubted  my  power  to  remove  Mr.  Stanton. 

Whether  the  act  were  constitutional  or  not,  it  was  always  my  opinion 
that  it  did  not  secure  him  from  removal.  1 was,  however,  aware  that 
there  were  doubts  ns  to  the  construction  of  the  law,  and  from  the  first 
I deemed  it  desirable  that  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  those  doubts 
should  be  settled,  and  the  true  construction  of  the  act  fixed  by  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  My  order  of  suspension  in 
August  last  was  intended  to  place  the  case  in  such  a position  as  would 
make  a resort  to  a judicial  decision  both  necessary  and  proper.  My  un- 
derstanding and  wishes,  however,  tinder  that  order  of  suspension  were 
frustrated,  and  the  late  order  for  Mr.  Stanton's  removal  was  a further 
step  towards  the  accomplishment  of  that  purpose. 

I repeat,  that  my  own  convictions  as  to  the  true  construction  of  the 
law  and  as  to  its  constitutionality  were  well  settled  and  were  sustained  by 
every  member  of  my  Cabinet,  including  .Mr.  Stanton  himself.  Upon  the 
question  of  constitutionality,  each  one  in  time  deliberately  advised  me 
that  the  teuure-of-office  act  was  unconstitutional.  Upon  the  cpiestion 
whether,  as  to  those  members  who  were  appointed  by  my  predecessor, 
that  act  took  from  me  the  power  to  remove  them,  one  of  those  members 
emphatically  stated  in  the  presence  of  the  others  sitting  in  Cabinet  that 
they  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  it  was  no  pro- 
tection to  them.  No  one  dissented  from  this  construction,  and  I un- 
derstood them  all  to  acquiesce  in  its  correctness.  In  a matter  of  such 
grave  consequence  I was  not  disposed  to  rest  upon  my  own  opinions, 
though  fortified  by  my  constitutional  advisers.  I have  therefore  sought 
to  bring  the  question  at  as  early  a day  as  possible  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  final  and  authoritative  decision. 

In  respect  to  so  much  of  the  resolution  as  relates  to  the  designation 
of  an  officer  to  act  as  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim , I have  only  to  say 
that  I have  exercised  this  power  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  February  13,  1795,  which,  so  far  as  they  are  appli- 
cable to  vacancies  caused  by  removals,  I understand  to  be  still  in 
force. 

The  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  ad  interim  appointments  in  the  ex- 
ecutive departments  stands,  as  to  the  War  Office,  as  follows  : 

The  second  section  of  the  act  of  the  7th  of  August,  1789,  makes  pro- 
vision for  a vacancy  in  the  very  case  of  a removal  of  the  head  of  the  War 
Department,  and  upon  such  a vacancy  gives  the  charge  and  custody  of 
the  records,  books,  and  papers  to  the  chief  clerk.  Next,  by  the  act  of  the 
8th  of  May,  1792,  section  eight,  it  is  provided  that  incase  of  a vacancy 
occasioned  by  death,  absence  from  the  seat  of  Government,  or  sickness 
of  the  bead  of  the  War  Department,  the  President  may  authorize  a per- 
son to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  until  a successor  is  appointed  or 
the  disability  removed.  The  act,  it  will  be  observed,  does  not  provide 
for  the  case  of  a vacancy  caused  by  removal.  Then,  by  the  first  section 
of  the  act  of  February  13,  1795,  it  is  provided  that  in  case  of  any  va- 
cancy the  President  may  appoint  a person  to  perform  the  duties  while 
the  vacancy  exists. 

These  acts  are  followed  by  that  of  the  20th  of  February,  1803,  by  the 
first  section  of  which  provision  is  again  made  for  a vacancy  caused  by 
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death,  resignation,  absence  from  the  seat  of  Government,  or  sickuess 
of  the  head  of  au.v  executive  department  of  the  Government;  and,  upon 
the  occurrence  of  such  a vacancy,  power  is  given  to  the  President  “ to 
authorize  the  head  of  any  other  executive  department,  or  other  officer 
in  either  of  said  departments  whose  appointment  is  vested  iu  the  Pres- 
ident at  his  discretion  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  said  respective  offices 
until  a successor  be  appointed,  or  until  such  absence  or  inability  by  sick- 
ness shall  cease:  Provided,  That  no  one  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  in 
manner  aforesaid  fora  longer  term  than  six  months.” 

This  law.  with  some  modifications,  re-enacts  the  act  of  1792,  and  pro- 
vides, as  did  that  act,  for  the  sort  of  vacancies  so  to  be  filled;  but,  like  the 
act  of  1792,  it  makes  no  provision  for  a vacancy  occasioned  by  removal. 
It  has  reference  altogether  to  vacancies  arising  from  other  causes. 

According  to  my  construction  of  the  .act  of  1803,  while  it  impliedly 
repeals  the  act  of  1792,  regulating  the  vacancies  therein  described,  it 
has  no  bearing  whatever  upou  so  much  of  the  act  of  179.5  as  applies  to 
a vacancy  caused  by  removal.  The  act  of  1795  therefore  furnishes  the 
rule  for  a vacancy  occasioned  by  removal— one  of  the  vacancies  expressly 
referred  to  iu  the  act  of  the  7th  of  August,  17S9,  creating  the  Depart- 
ment of  War.  Certainly  there  is  no  express  repeal  by  the  act  of  1863 
of  the  act  of  1795.  The  repeal,  if  there  is  auy,  is  by  implication,  and  can 
only  be  admitted  so  far  as  there  is  a clear  inconsistency  between  the 
two  acts.  The  act  of  1795  is  inconsistent  with  that  of  1803  as  to  a va- 
cancy occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  absence,  or  sickness,  but  not 
at  all  inconsistent  as  to  a vacancy  caused  by  removal. 

It  is  assuredly  proper  that  the  President  should  have  the  same  power 
to  fill  temporarily  a vacancy  occasioned  by  removal  as  he  has  to  supply 
a place  made  vacant  by  death  or  the  expiration  of  a term.  If,  for  in- 
stance, the  incumbent  of  au  office  should  be  found  to  be  wholly  unfit  to 
exercise  its  functions,  and  the  public  service  should  require  his  immedi- 
ate expulsion,  a remedy  should  exist  and  be  at  once  applied,  and  time 
be  allowed  the  President  to  select  and  appoint  a successor,  as  is  per- 
mitted him  in  case  of  a vacancy  caused  by  death  or  the  termination  of 
an  official  term. 

The  necessity,  therefore,  for  au  ad  interim  appointment  is  .just  as 
great,  aud  indeed  may  be  greater  iu  cases  of  removal  than  in  any  others. 
Before  it  be  held,  therefore,  that  the  power  given  by  the  act  of  1795,  in 
cases  of  removal,  is  abrogated  by  succeeding  legislation,  an  express  re- 
peal ought  to  appear.  So  wholesome  a power  should  certainly  not  be 
taken  away  by  loose  implication. 

It  maybe,  however,  that  in  this,  as  iu  other  cases  of  implied  repeal, 
doubts  may  arise.  It  is  confessedly  one  of  the  most  subtle  and  debata- 
ble questions  which  arise  iu  the  construction  of  statutes.  If  upou  such 
aquestiou  I have  fallen  into  an  erroneous  construction,  I submit  whether 
it  should  be  characterized  as  a violation  of  official  duty  aud  of  law. 

I have  deemed  it  proper,  iu  vindication  of  the  course  which  I have 
considered  it  my  duty  to  take,  to  place  before  the  Senate  the  reasons 
upou  which  I have  based  my  action.  Although  I have  been  advised 
by  every  member  of  my  Cabinet  that  the  eutire  teuure-of-office  act  is  un- 
constitutional aud  therefore  void;  and  although  I have  expressly  con- 
curred in  that  opinion  in  the  veto  message  which  I had  the  honor  to 
submit  to  Congress  when  I returned  the  bill  for  reconsideration,  I have 
refrained  from  making  a removal  of  auy  officer  contrary  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  law,  and  have  only  exercised  that  power  in  the  case  of  ilr. 
Stanton,  which,  in  my  judgment,  did  not  come  within  its  provisions.  I 
have  endeavored  to  proceed  with  the  greatest  circumspection,  aud  have 
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acted  only  in  an  extreme  aud  exceptional  case,  carefully  following  the 
course  which  1 have  marked  out  for  myself  as  a general  rule,  faithfully 
to  execute  all  laws,  though  passed  over  my  objections  on  the  score  of 
constitutionality.  In  the  present  instance  I have  appealed,  or  sought 
to  appeal,  to  that  final  arbiter  fixed  by  the  Constitution  for  the  deter- 
mination of  all  such  questions.  To  this  course  I have  been  impelled  by 
the  solemn  obligations  which  rest  upon  me  to  sustain  inviolate  the  pow- 
ers of  the  high  office  committed  to  my  hands. 

Whatever  may  be  the  consequences  merely  personal  to  myself,  I 
could  not  allow  them  to  prevail  against  a public  duty  so  clear  to  my 
own  mind,  and  so  imperative.  If  what  was  possible  had  been  certaiu, 
if  I had  been  fully  advised  when  I removed  Mr.  Stanton  that  in  thus 
defending  the  trust  committed  to  my  hands  my  own  removal  was  sure 
to  follow,  I could  not  have  hesitated.  Actuated  by  public  consider- 
ations of  the  highest  character,  I earnestly  protest  against  the  reso 
lntion  of  the  Senate  which  charges  me,  in  what  I have  done,  with  a vio 
lation  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.

In  response  to  this  latter  resolution  the  President,  on  the  19th  of 
February,  returned  to  the  Senate  the  resolution  of  confirmation,  with  a 
message  transmitting  a copy  of  a report  upon  the  subject  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate  recalling  its  resolution  of  confirmation  so  delivered  to  the  Pres- 
ident on  the  14th,  was  not  actually  received  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  until  the  15th,  Saturday,  and  that  on  the  loth,  and  before  the  . 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  received  said  resolution,  Mr.  Jeffries  had  taken 
the  oaths  required  by  law,  and  had  received  his  commission  as  Register 
of  the  Treasury  ; and  from  the  same  communication  it  appears  that  the 
commission  to  Mr.  Jeffries  was  actually  made  out  at  the  State  Depart- 
ment on  the  14th ; but  whether  before  or  after  the  President  received 
the  recalling  resolution  of  the  Senate  does  not  appear;  but  it  was  not 
transmitted  to  and  received  by  the  Treasury  Department  until  the  loth, 
being  the  day  after  the  President  had  notice  that  the  Senate  had  under 
consideration  the  reconsideration  of  the  nomination,  and  had  recalled 
its  resolution  advising  and  consenting  to  the  appointment. 

The  general  course  of  business  appears  to  be,  in  respect  to  appoint- 
ments in  the  Treasury  Department,  to  have  the  commissions  signed  at  the 
Executive  Mansion  and  entered  up  and  recorded  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment and  there  sealed,  as  is  required  by  law,  aud  to  then  transmit  the 
same  to  the  Treasury  Department  for  delivery  to  the  officer  upon  his 
complying  with  the  precedent  requirements  of  law  as  to  qualification,  &c. 

It  thus  appears  that  before  Mr.  Jeffries  had  been  qualified  or  com- 
missioned as  required  by  law  precedent  to  his  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  bis  functions  under  his  permanent,  appointment  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  in  whom  the  sole  right  of  appointment,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Senate,  is  vested  by  the  Constitution,  had  received 
notice  from  the  Senate  that  it  had  not  finally  acted  upon  the  queltion 
of  advising  and  consenting  to  the  nomination,  and  withdrawing  its  reso- 
lution of  assent  to  that  appointment  which  had  been  transmitted  to  the 
President  on  the  same  day;  and  the  committee  are,  therefore,  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Senate  may  now  lawfully  reconsider  its  vote  advising 
and  consenting  to  the  appointment  if  it  shall  see  proper  cause  therefor.  * 
In  this  view  of  the  case  a majority  of  the  committee  were  of  opinion 
that  it  was  inexpedient  to  enter  upon  an  inquiry  as  to  the  matter  of  fact 
whether  the  issuing  of  the  commission  in  this  case  and  the  qualification 
of  the  officer  iu  question  was  hastened  for  any  cause  out  of  the  usual 
course  of  business.

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Department  the  amount,  if  any,  due  by  the  United  State*  to  the  Wyandott 
Indian s under  existing  treaty  stipulations,  and  the  items  mentioned  in 
schedule  A,  appended  to  this  treaty,  and  the  report  of  the  persons  so  ap- 
pointed, tcith  the  evidence,  shall  be  submitted  to  Congress  for  action  at  its 
next  session.

The  said  treaty  was  read  the  2ud  time  and  considered  as  in  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole. 

On  the  qnestiou  to  agree  to  the  amendment  reported  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Indian  Affairs  to  Article  II,  to  wit:  Strike  out  the  whole  of  said 
article,  aud  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words : 

In  case  the  neir  reservation  shall  be  selected  upon  the  lands  purchased 
by  the  Government  from  the  ('reeks,  Seminoles,  or  Choctaws,  the\price  to  be 
paid  for  said  reservation  shall  not  exceed  the  cost  of  the  same  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  tribe  for  said 
reservation  shall  be  taken  from  the  amount  which  may  be  received  for  the 
lands,  which  were  offered  for  sale  to  the  Leavenworth,  Pawnee  and  Western 
Railroad  Company,  under  the  treaty  dated  November  15, 1861,  which  amount 
shall  be  the  common  property  of  the  tribe,  except  the  Prairie  band,  which 
shall  have  no  interest  in  said  reservation  to  be  purchased  as  aforesaid,  but 
in  lien  thereof  shall  receive  their  pro  rata  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  said  land  in  money  as  the  same  may  be  received  : Provided,  That  if  the 
United  States  shall  advance  the  amount  necessary  to  purchase  the  said  res- 
ervation, the  interest  due  upon  the  deferred  payments  for  said  lands  sold  as 
hereinafter  provided  shall,  when  received  by  the  United  States,  be  retained 
and  credited  to  said  tribe  interested  in  said  reservation,  or  so  much  of  said 
interest  as  may  be  due  said  tribe  under  this  treaty  : And  provided  further. 
That  the  Leavenworth,  Pawnee  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  having  failed  to  purchase  said  lands,  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fv  Railroad  Company  may,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
promulgation  of  this  treaty,  purchase  of  the  said  Pottawattomies  their  said 
unalloted  lands,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  St.  Mary's  mission,  at 
the  price  of  one  dollar  per  acre,  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and 
upon  filing  their  bond  for  the  purchase  and  payment  of  said  lands,  in  due 
form,  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  within  the  time  above 
named,  the  said  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  isstie  to  the  last  named  rail- 
road company  certificates  of  purchase,  and  such  certificates  of  purchase 
shall  be  deemed  and  holden  in  all  courts  as  evidence  of  title  and  possession 
in  the  said  railroad  company  to  all  or  any  part  of  said  lands  un/ess  the 
same  shall  be  forfeited  as  herein  provided.  The  said  purchase  money  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  trust  for  said  Indians  within 
five  years  from  the  date  of  such  purchase,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  on  all  deferred  payments,  until  the  whole  purchase 
money  shall  have  been  paid  ; and  before  any  patents  shall  issue  for  any 
part  of  said  lands,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  bedeposited  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  be  forfeited  in  case  the  whole  of  the  lands  are 
not  paid  for  os  herein  provided  ( said  money  may  be  applied  as  the  pay- 
ment for  the  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  said  laud)  ; payments  shall  also 
be  made  for  at  least  one-fourth  of  said  unallotted  lands  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  per  acre,  and  when  so  paid  the  President  is  authorized  hereby  to  issue 
patents  for  the  land  so  paid  for,  and  then  for  every  additional  part  of  said 
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land  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar  per  acre.  The  interest  on  said  pur- 
chase money  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  the 
use  of  said  Indians.  If  the  said  company  shall  fail  to  pay  the  principal 
when  the  same  shall  become  due,  or  to  pay  all  or  any  part  of  the  interest 
upon  such  purchase  money  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  time  when  such 
payment  o f interest  shall  fall  due  then  this  contract  shall  he  deemed  and 
held  absolutely  null  and  raid,  and  cease  to  be  binding  upon  either  of 
the  parties  thereto,  and  said  company  and  its  assigns  shall  forfeit  all  pay- 
ments of  principal  and  interest  made  on  such  purchase,  and  all  right  and 
title,  legal  and  equitable,  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  in  and  to  all  and  every 
part  of  said  lands  which  shall  not  have  been,  before  the  date  of  such  for- 
feiture, paid  for  as  herein  provided  : Provided,  however,  That  in  case  any 
of  said  lands  have  been  conveyed  to  bona  fide  purchasers  by  said  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company  such  purchasers  shall  be  entitled 
to  patents  for  said  land  so  purchased  by  them  upon  the  payment  of  one  dol- 
lar and  twenty-fire  cents  per  acre  therefor,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  amendment  reported  by  the  commit- 
tee, to  wit:  Strike  out  article  7 in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  “If, 

at  the  end  of  live  years  from  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  there 
shall  remain  any  of  the  Pot  tawat  torn  ies  in  Kansas  who,  having  been 
registered  as  desiring  to  become  citizens  and  remain  in  Kansas,  shall 
not  have  obtained  the  certificate  herein  provided  for,  and  perfected  their 
citizenship,  the  land  still  held  by  them  shall  be  sold,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  with  the  improvements,  if 
any,  thereon;  and  such  person  shall  be  required  to  remove  to  the  new 
reservation  of  their  tribe,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  their  laud 
and  improvements  shall  he  used  for  the  expense  of  removing  such  In- 
dians to  their  new  home,  and  for  their  benefit  after  their  arrival  thereat,”

the  State  of  Kansas,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  proper  courts  to  take 
charge  of  the  settlement  of  their  estates  under  all  the  forms  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  State  as  in  the  ease  of  other  citizens  deceased ; and 
in  case  where  there  are  children  of  allottees  left  orphans,  guardians  for  such 
orphans  may  be  appointed  by  the  probate  court  of  the  county  in  which  such 
orphans  may  reside,  and  such  guardians  shall  give  bonds,  to  be  approved  by 
the  said  court,  for  the  proper  care  of  the  person  and  estate  of  such  orphans 
as  provided  by  law,

1862,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of 
Cougress  approved  March  2,  1861,  aud  recommended  to  be  paid,  shall 
be  paid  to  said  tribe,  to  be  expended  or  invested  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  business  committee  of  the  tribe  for  the  benefit  of  said  tribe:  Pro- 
vided. That  this  last  provision  shall  be  of  no  effect  if  said  amount  shall, 
within  one  year,  be  appropriated  under  direction  by  Congress  without 
reference  to  this  treaty,”  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words:  And  it 
it  further  agreed  that  the  claims  of  the  Pottaicattomics  heretofore  examined 
and  reported  on  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  under  the  act  of  Congress 
of  March  2,  1861,  shall  he  submitted  to  tiro  commissioners , to  be  named  by

without  interfering  with  the  exclusive  rights  of  those  of  their  people  who  hold 
their  lands  in  common,  to  the  ownership  of  their  diminished  reserve  held  by 
them  in  common , or  with  their  right  to  receive  their  just  proportion  of  the 
moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  unallotted  lands  knotcn  as  surplus  lands: 
Now,  therefore,  it  is  agreed,

In  case  the  new  reservation  shall  be  selected  upon  the  lands  purchased  by 
the  Government  from  the  Creeks,  Seminoles,  or  Choctaws,  the  price  to  be 
paid  for  saul  reservation  shall  not  exceed  the  cost  of  the  same  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States , and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  tribe  for  said 
reservation  shall  be  taken  from  the  amount  which  may  be  received  for  the 
lands  which  were  offered  for  sale  to  the  Leavenworth,  Pawnee  and  Western 
Railroad  Company  under  the  treaty  dated  November  15,  1861,  which 
amount  shall  be  the  common  property  of  the  tribe,  except  the  Prairie  band, 
who  shall  have  no  interest  in  said  reservation  to  be  purchased  as  aforesaid , 
but  in  lieu  thereof  shall  receive  their  pro  rata  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  land  in  money  as  the  same  may  be  received : Provided,  That 
if  the  United  Mates  shall  advance  the  amount  necessary  to  purchase  the 
said  reservation,  the  interest  due  upon  the  deferred  payments  for  said 
lands,  sold  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall,  when  received  by  the  United 
States,  be  retained  and  credited  to  said  tribe  interested  in  said  reservation^ 
or  so  much  of  said  interest  as  may  be  due  said  tribe  under  this  treaty  : 
And  provided  further,  That  the  Ixavenworth,  Pawnee  and  Western  Rail- 
road Company,  their  successors  and  assigns,  having  failed  to  purchase  said 
lands,  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company  may,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  promulgation  of  this  treaty,  purchase  of  the  said  Pot- 
towattomies  their  said  unallotted  lands,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  to 
St.  Mary's  mission,  at  the  price  of  one  dollar  per  acre,  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States,  and  upon  filing  their  bond  for  the  purchase  and  payment  of 
said  lands,  in  due  form,  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
within  the  time  above  named,  the  said  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  issue 
to  the  last-named  railroad  company  certificates  of  purchase,  and  such  cer- 
tificates of  purchase  shall  be  deemed  and  holden  in  all  courts  as  evidence  of 
title  and  possession  in  the  said  railroad  company  to  all  or  any  part  of  said 
lands  unless  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  as  herein  provided.  The  said  pur- 
chase money  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  trust  for  said 
Indians  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  purchase,  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  on  all  deferred  payments  until  the  whole 
purchase  money  shall  have  been  paid ; and  before  any  patents  sliail  issue 
for  any  part  of  said  lands,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  he  forfeited  in  case  the  whole  of  the 
lands  are  iwt  paid  for  as  herein  provided  (said  money  may  be  applied  as 
the  payment  for  the  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  said  land)  ; payments 
shall  also  be  made  for  at  least  one-fourth  of  said  unallotted  lands  at  the 
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rate  of  one  dollar  per  (tore,  and  when  so  paid  the  President  is  authorised 
hereby  to  issue  patents  for  the  land  so  paid  for , and  then  for  every  addi- 
tional part  of  said  land  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar  per  acre.  The  ♦*- 
tercet  on  said  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  for  the  use  of  said  Indians.  If  the  said  company  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  principal  when  the  same  shall  become  due,  or  to  pay  all  or  any  part  of  the 
interest  upon  such  purchase  money  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  time 
when  such,  payment  of  interest  shall  fall  due,  then  this  contract  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  absolutely  null  and  void,  and  cease  to  be  binding  upon 
either  of  the  parties  thereto,  and  said  company  and  its  assigns  shall  forfeit 
all  payments  of  principal  and  interest  made  on  stick  purchase,  and  all  right 
and  title,  legal  and  equitable,  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  in  and  to  all  and  every 
part  of  said  lands  which  shall  not  have  been,  before  the  date  of  such  for- 
feiture, paid  for  as  herein  provided:  Provided,  however,  That  in  case  any 
of  said  lands  have  been  conveyed  to  bona  fide  purchasers  by  said  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Company,  such  purchasers  shall  be  entitled 
to  patents  for  said  lands  so  purchased  by  them  upon  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  therefor,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Article  VII.  Strike  out  all  of  said  article. 

Article  VIII.  Strike  out  all  of  said  article  and  insert  in  lien  thereof 
the  following  words: 

Where  allottees  under  the  treaty  of  1861  shall  have  died,  or  shall  hereafter

Strike  out  all  of  article  7 in  the  following  words:  “ The  United  States 
and  the  Emperor  of  China,  recognizing  in  the  present  progress  of  na- 
tions a favorable  tendency  toward  a unity  of  civilization,  and  regarding 
a unity  of  money  and  a unity  of  weights  and  of  measures  as  favorable 
to  that  great  object,  • o hereby  agree  that  they  will  use  their  influence 
and  efforts  to  obtain  the  establishment,  by  the  general  agreement  of 
uations.  of  representative  coins  having  a commou  value,  and  also  a com- 
mon standard  of  weights  and  measures  for  all  countries.”

The  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  Northern  Cheyenne  and 
Northern  Ant  palm  Indians,  made  May  10,  1868,  Wits  read  the  second 
time  and  considered  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  ; and  no  amendment 
being  made,  it  was  reported  to  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Henderson  submitted  the  following  resolution  for  consideration  : 
Resolved  (tiro-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concurring).  That  the  Senate 
advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Northern  Cheyenne  and  the  Northern  Arapaho  Indians, 
made  May  10,  1808. 

The  Seuate,  by  uuauimous  consent,  proceeded  to  consider  the  said 
resolution ; and  on  the  question  to  agree  thereto, 

It  was  determined  unanimously  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  lay  the  said  resolution  before  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States. 

The  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  Tabequaclie  and  other 
tribes  of  Indians,  made  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1808,  was  road  the  sec- 
ond time  and  considered  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  * 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Henderson  to  amend  the  treaty  by  striking  out  of 
article  13  the  following  words,  viz:  “Also  one  good  bull  for  every  twenty- 
five  cows,  and  such  further  sums  annually,  in  the  discretion  of  Congress, 
as  may  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed  forty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
and  not  for  a longer  period  than  four  years,  shall  be  expended  as  afore 
said  to  every  lodge  or  head  of  a family  that  shows  a disposition  to  pre' 
serve  said  stock  for  increase," 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

No  further  amendment  being  made  to  the  treaty  it  was  reported  to 
the  Senate,  and  the  amendment  made  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  was 
concurred  in;  and  no  further  amendment  being  proposed  to  the  treaty, 
Mr.  Henderson  submitted  the  following  resolution  for  consideration  : 
Resolved  ( two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concurring).  That  the  Seuate 
advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Tabequacbe  and  other  tribes  of  Indians,  made  the  2nd 
day  of  March,  1808,  with  the  following  amendment : 

Strike  out  of  article  13  the  following  words,  viz:  “ Also  one  good  bull 
for  every  twenty-five  c iws,  and  such  further  sums  annually,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  Congress,  as  may  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed  forty -five  thou- 
sand dollars  per  anuum,  and  not  for  a longer  period  than  four  years, 
shall  be  expended  as  aforesaid  to  every  lodge  or  head  of  a family  that 
shows  a disposition  to  preserve  said  stock  for  increase.” 

The  Senate,  by  unanimous  consent,  proceede  I to  consider  the  said 
resolution  ; and  on  the  question  to  agree  thereto, 
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It  was  determined  unanimously  in  tlie  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  lay  the  said  resolution  before  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States. 

The  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  Sac  and  Fox  tribes  of 
Indians  of  the  Mississippi,  concluded  on  the  I8th  of  February,  18t!7, 
was  read  the  second  time,  and  considered  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment,  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  to  the  4th  article,  viz:  Strike  out  the 
words  “and  the  legal  rights  of  railroad  corporations  shall  be  conceded 
thereon  the  same  as  other  public  lands,” 

It  was  deteimined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  to  the  5th  article,  viz: 

Strike  out  the  words  “and  the  legal  rights  of  railroad  corporations- 
shall  accrue  thereon,” 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  to  the 5th  article,  viz:  Strike  out  the  words 
“and  the  scrip  referred  to  in  the  third  article  of  this  treaty  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  payment  for  any  of  the  lands  herein  ceded  to  the  United  States, 
and  not  granted  to  any  railroad  corporation,  at  any  time  after  the  re- 
moval of  the  Indians,  as  provided  in  the  seventh  article  hereof,”  and  in 
lieu  thereof  insert:  Prodded,  That  such  lands  shall  be  subject  to  sale 
in  tracts  of  not  exceeding  Kit)  acres  to  any  one  person,  and  at  a price  not 
exceeding  $ 1 .50  per  acre. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Henderson  to  amend  the  proposed  amendment  by 
striking  out  of  the  part  promised  to  be  inserted  the  word  “ exceeding/’ 
where  it  occurs  the  second  time,  and  in  lieu  thereof  inserting  the  words 
less  than, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  amendment  reported  by  the  Commit 
tee* on  Indian  Affairs,  as  amended  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Heudersou, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

'Jn  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  to  article  7,  viz:  Strike  out  the  words  “a 
house  and  shop  for  a blacksmith,  a house  and  shop  for  a gunsmith,”  and 
strike  out  “$10,000,”  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  to  the  8th  article,  viz:  Add  the  followiug 
proviso : 

Prodded,  That  it  is  agreed  by  the  Sacs  and  Foxes,  parties  to  this  treaty, 
that  nut  of  any  moneys  which  may  be  due  them  under  the  prorisions  of  this 
treaty  there  shall  be  paid  to  Thomas  C.  Stcrens  tfc  Co.,  William  Whistler 
it  Co.,  Washington  Hadley,  and  John  K.  Rankin  the  amounts  found  due 
and  unpaid  to  the  said  parties  after  the  claims  filed  by  them  before  the  agent 
for  said  Indians  shall  have  been  examined  and  audited  by  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  Central  Superintendency  and  the  agent  and  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior, 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

On  the  the  question  to  agree  to  the  amendment  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Affairs  to  the  treaty,  viz:  Strike  out.  article  9,  in  the 
following  words: 

“ In  order  to  promote  the  civilization  of  the  tribe,  one  section  of  land, 
convenient  to  the  residence  of  the  agent,  shall  be  selected  by  said  agent, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Italian  Affairs,  aud  set  apart 
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for  a manual-labor  school ; and  there  shall  also  be  set  apart  from  the 
money  to  be  paid  to  the  tribe  under  this  treaty  thesuin  of  $10,000  for  the 
erec’ion  of  the  necessary  school  buildings  and  dwelling  for  teacher, 
and  the  further  sum  of  $5,000,  if  the  chiefs  shall  so  request,  and  the 
annual  amount  of  $5,000  shall  be  set  apart  from  the  income  of  their 
funds,  after  the  erection  of  such  school  buildings,  for  the  support  of  the 
school ; and  after  the  settlement  of  the  tribe  upon  their  new  reservation, 
the  sum  of  $10,000  of  the  income  of  their  funds  may  be  annually  used, 
with  the  consent  of  tiie  chiefs,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  for  agricultural  implements  and  assistance,  purchase  of 
stock,  and  otherwise  in  encouraging  and  assisting  such  of  the  tribe  as 
will  turn  their  attention  to  agriculture,  and  in  support  of  their  National 
Government,  for  which  last- men  tinned  purpose  the  sum  of  $500  shall 
be  auuually  paid  to  each  of  the  live  chiefs,  $200  to  each  of  ten  council- 
lors. $200  to  their  marshal,  and  the  remaining  $300  to  be  subject  to  the 
disposal  of  the  chiefs;” 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

In  order  to  promote  the  civilization  of  the  tribe,  one  section  of  land,  con- 
venient to  the  resilience  of  the  agent, shall  he  selected  Ini  said  agent,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  set  apart  for  a man- 
ual-labor school ; and  there  shall  also  be  set  apart  from  the  money  to  be 
paid  to  the  tribe  under  this  treaty  the  sum  of  $10,000,  for  the  erection  of 
the  necessary  school  buildings  and  dwelling  for  teacher  ; and  the  annual 
amount  of  $5,000  shall  be  set-  apart  from  the  income  of  their  funds,  after 
the  erection  of  such  school  buildings,  for  the  support  of  the  school;  and 
after  settlement  of  the  tribe  upon  their  new  reservation  the  sum  of  $5,000 
of  the  income  of  their  funds  may  be’annually  used,  under  the  direction  of  the 
chiefs,  in  the  support  of  their  National  Government,  out  of  which  last  men- 
tioned amount  the  sum  o/*$500  shall  be  annually  paid  to  each  of  the  chiefs,

rie C.  Capper,  each  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  ; and  after  the  words  “ un- 
improved lauds”  insert  Provided  that  the  parties  herein  named  shall  pay 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  within  three  months  after  the  ratification  of 
this  treaty  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  acre  for  said  lands,  the  avails  of  which 
shall  he  used  for  the  benefit  of  tire  Sacs  and  Fore  . in  the  same  manner  as 
the  other  funds  arising  from  the  sales  of  their  lands  : Provided,  also,  that 
George  Powers,  the  present  Government  interpreter,  for  valuable  services 
rendered  and  uniform  kindness  towards  the  nation  shall  have  patented  to 
him  in  fee-simple  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  located  by  the 
agent;  Provided,  also, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  to  the  13th  article,  viz:  Strike  out  the 
words  “Thomas  C.  Stevens  and  Company,”  and  in  lieu  thereof  iusert 
JohnK.  Rankin.  Strikeout  the  word  “traders,”  and  strike  out  the  word 
“they,” 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  tlie  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  oil  Indian  Affairs  to  the  17th  article,  viz:  Strike  out  the 
words  “and  have  since  died,” 
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It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Iuiiian  Affairs  to  the  1‘Jth  article,  viz : Add  to  the  end 
of  the  article  the  words  not  to  exceed  the  xum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affimative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  following  amendment  reported  by  the 
Committee  ou  Indian  Affairs  to  the  treaty,  viz : Strike  out  article  20  in 
the  following  words : 

“ The  stipulations  of  all  former  treaties  now  in  force,  and  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  this  treaty,  shall  remain  in  full  force,  and  all 
treaties  or  parts  of  treaties  heretofore  made  which  shall  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  treaty  and  are  hereby  abrogated  and  ip  lieu  thereof 
insert  the  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  haring  permitted  their 
employes  to  cultivate  farms,  which,  together  with  the  farms  of  Keo-Knck 
and  other  chiefs,  are  embraced  within  an  area  two  miles  by  four,  and  the 
said  Sacs  and  Foxes  believing  that  the  lands  comprising  the  said  area  hav- 
ing been  made  valuabU  by  reason  of  said  occupancy,  and  in  order  that  they 
may  receive  a fair  compensation  for  said  area  of  land,  bounded  and  de- 
scribed as  follows,  except  as  heretofore  specially  excepted , and  the  mill  and 
mission  building,  to  wit : Commencing  at  the  northwest  corner  of  section 
33,  township  10,  range  17  ; thence  east  two  and  a quarter  (2[)  miles  to  the  res- 
ervation line  ; thence  south  along  said  line  four  miles  ; thence  west  two  and  a 
fourth  (2^)  miles  to  the  south  west  corner  of  section  10,  township  17,  range  17; 
thence  north  along  the  section  line  to  the  place  of  beginning,  are  hereby 
withdrawn  from  sale,  as  is  provided  for  the  sale  of  their  lands  in  this  treaty, 
and  the  said  area  of  land,  as  above  described,  shall  be  sold  by  the  chiefs  and 
agent  for  the  tribe  at  the  best  price  obtainable ; and  they  are  hereby  em- 
2>owered  to  make  warrantee  deeds  for  the  same,  which  deeds  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  Kansas.  The 
avails  of  said  lands  shall  be  expended  by  the  agent,  under  the  direction  of 
the  chiefs,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Nation. 

On  motion  by  Mr.Harlan  toameml  the  proposed  amendment  by  strik- 
ing out  of  the  part  proposed  to  he  inserted  the  words  “ which  deeds  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  Italian  affairs  for 
Kansas,"  and  in  lieu'thereof  inserting  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Inteiior,  at  not  less  than  82.00  per  acre  in  addition  to  the 
appraised  value  of  the  improvements, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  anree  to  the  amendment  rejtorted  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Affairs,  as  amended  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Harlan, 

It  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question  to  agree  to  the  amendment  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Affairs,  to  amend  the  treaty  by  inserting  ns  an  addi- 
tional article  the  following  : The  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the  Mississippi,  par- 
ties to  this  agreement,  being  anxious  that  all  the  members  of  their  tribe 
shall  participate  in  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  investment  of 
their  national  funds,  stiles  of  lands,  and  so  forth,  it  is  therefore  agreed  that 
as  soon  as  practicable,  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  shall  cause  the 
necessary  proceedings  to  be  adopted,  to  have  such  members  of  the  tribe  as 
may  be  absent  notified  of  this  agreement  and  its  advantages,  and  to  induce 
them  to  come  in  and  permanently  unite  with  their  brethren  ; and  that  no 
part  of  the  funds  arising  from  or  due  the  nation  under  this  or  jirerious 
treaty  stipulations  shall  lie  paid  to  any  bands  or  parts  of  bands  who  do  not 
permanently  reside  on  the  reservation  set  apart  to  them  by  the  Government 
in  the  Indian  Territory,  as  provided  in  this  treaty;  audit  is  further  agreed 
that  all  money  accruing  from  this  or  former  tribes,  how  due  or  to  become 
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due  mid  nation,  shall  be  paid  them  on  their  reservation  in  Kansas;  and 
after  their  removal,  as  provided  in  this  treaty,  payments  shall  be  made  at 
their  agency,  on  their  lands  as  then  located.

No  further  amendment  being  made  to  this  treaty,  it  was  reported  to 
the  Senate  and  the  amendments  made  in  Committee  of  the  whole  were 
concurred  in  ; and  no  further  amendment  being  proposed  to  the  treaty, 
Mr.  Henderson  submitted  the  following  resolution  for  consideration  : 

Resolved  (tico-thirdsof  the  Senators  present  concurring),  That  the  Senate 
advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Sac  and  Fox  tribes  of  Indians  of  the  Mississippi,  con- 
cluded in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  18th  of  February,  1807,  with 
the  following  amendments: 

Article  3.  After  the  words  “interest  thereon  ” insert:  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sales  of  lands  ceded  in  this  treaty.

The  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Macs  and  Fares  haring  permitted  their 
employes  to  cultirate  farms , which,  together  with  the  farms  of  Ke-O-Kuck 
find  other  chiefs , are  embraced^  within  an  area  two  miles  by  four,  and  the 
said  Sacs  and  Fores,  heliering  that  the  lands  comprising  the  said  area  hare 
been  made  raluable  by  reason  of  said  occupancy,  and  in  order  that  they  may 
recti  re  a fair  compensation  for  said  area  of  land,  bounded  and  described 
as  follows,  except  as  heretofore  specially  excepted,  and  the  mill  and  mission 
building,  to  wit : Commencing  at  the  north  west  corner  of  section  33,  town- 
ship 10.  range  17,  thence  east  two  and  a quarter  (2J)  miles  to  the  reserra- 
tion line  ; thence  south  along  said  line  four  miles  ; thence  west  two  and  a 
fourth  (I’})  miles  to  the  southwest  corner  of  section  16,  township  17,  range 
17  ; thence  north  along  the  section  line  to  the  place  of  beginning,  are  hereby 
withdrawn  from  sale,  as  is  prorided  for  the  sale  of  their  lands  in  this 
treaty ; and  the  said  area  of  land  as  abort  described  shall  be  sold  by  the 
chiefs  and  agent  for  the  tribe  at  the  best  price  obtainable ; and  they  are 
hereby  empowered  to  make  warrantee  deeds  for  the  same,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  not  less  than  $2.00  per  acre  in 
addition  to  the  appraised  value  of  the  improvements;  the  avails  of  said 
lands  thall  be  expended  by  the  agent , under  the  direction  of  the  chiefs,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  nation. 

Insert,  as  an  additional  article  to  the  treaty,  the  following: 

Article  21.  The  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the  Mtssissippi,  parties  to  this  agree- 
ment, being  anxious  that  all  the  members  of  their  tribe  shall  participate  in 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  investment  of  their  national  funds, 
sales  of  lands,  and  so  forth,  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble the  Commissioner  of  Indian  A ffairs  shall  cause  the  necessary  proceed- 
ings to  be  adopted  to  hare  such  members  of  the  tribe  as  may  be  absent  noti- 
fied of  this  agreement  and  its  advantages;  and  to  induce  them  to  come  in 
and  permanently  unite  icith  their  brethren  ; and  that  no  part  of  the  funds 
arising  from  or  due  the  nation  under  this  or  precious  treaty  stipulations 
shall  be  paid  to  any  bands  or  parts  of  bands  who  do  not  permanently  reside 
on  the  reservation  set  apart  to  them  by  the  Government  in  the  Indian  Ter- 
ritory, as  prorided  in  this  treaty,  except  those  residing  in  the  State  of  Iowa  ; 
and  it  is  further  agreed  that  all  money  accruing  from  this  or  former  trea- 
ties now  due  or  to  become  due  said  nation  shall  be  paid  them  on  their  reser- 
vation in  Kansas  ; and  a fter  their  remoral,  as  prorided  in  this  treaty,  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  at  their  agency  on  their  lands  as  then  located.
